MOSTIL STABS SELF, 


CUTS ANKLE, THROAT 
AND BOTH Whats 


White Sox Outfielder Is 
Believed Upset by 
His Health. 


BATTLING FOR LIFE 
IN A HOSPITAL BED 


Ball Player Found by Friend 
in Bathtub of Shreve- 
port Hotel. 


Shreveport, La., March 8 (By A. P.).— 
Johnny Mostil, Chicago American out- 
fielder, cut and slashed himself so sev- 
erely late today in a hotel room that 
physicians at the hospital, where he 
was taken, said tonight he could hardly 
live. 

Mostil cut his arms, wrists and an- 
kles and stabbed himself in the left 
side as well as slashing his throat while 
alone in the Hotel Youree, where the 


is quartered. 

Despondency over ‘ill-health is be- 
lieved to have been responsible for 
Mostil’s attempt at suicide. This morn- 
ing he visited a local physician when an 
X-ray was made of his teeth. He had 
been worried over his physical condi- 
tion and it is believed that it caused 
temporary insanity. He arrived in 
Shreveport from Chicago Monday to 
start spring training, but had not 
donned a uniform. Rain prevented his*® 
team from practicing. 

Mostil’s attempt to end his life took 
place in the room of Pat Prunty, a close 
friend and a Chicago baseball fan. 

Finds Mostil Unconscious. 


Prunty, at the time, was visiting 
friends in another room in the hotel. 
When he returned to his room at 5:30 
p. m. he founc the door locked from 
the inside. He opened the door with 
@ pass key. He was in the room for 
a couple of minutes before he went to 
the bath room where he found Mostil 
lying in a pool of blood. The ball- 
player was unconscious and a pocket 
knife and razor blade were’ by his side. 
Examination showed that Mostil had 
attempted to sever the jugular vein in 
his neck with the razor blade. There 
were several deep gashes on both wrists. 

Physicians at the hospital learned 
that Mostil had stabbed himself just 
over the heart with a knife blade. This 
is the wound that will probably cause 
death, they said. When his clothing 
was cut from him it was discovered 
that he had slashed his ankles, one cut 
was almost to the bone. 

Manager Ray Schalk, Vice President 
Lou Comiskey and Secretary Lou Bar- 
bour, of the White Sox, and many 
players stayed at his bedside tonight. 

Mostil has been a member of the 
White Sox for about six years and 
his friends said he was engaged to be 
married on his return trip to Chicago.

Chicago, March 8 (By A. P.).—Al 
though he stopped breathing last Sun- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, Albert Frick, 
22, a salesman, still was alive and con- 
scious late tonight because 25 men 
working in 15-minute shifts have car- 
ried on artificial respiration for him. 

The achievement was characterized 
by attending physicians as one of the 
most remarkable in medical history. 
Frick was taken to an Evanston hos- 
lital last Saturday night suffering 
from intestinal influenza which de- 
veloped into creeping paralysis. 

Sunday morning the paralysis reach- 
ed his diaphragm and he ceased breath- 
ing.

Tokyo, March 9 (By A. P.) (Wednes- 
day).—The Japanese: home office early 
this morning reported that 1,699 per- 
sons were killed in the Tango district 
by Monday’s earthquake, the total cas- 
ualties in the area being 4,774. 

The number of houses in'the district 
which collapsed was set at 3,529 and 
the number burned at 3,646. 

The principal damage took place in 
the- towns of Mineyama, Amino, Kay- 
etsu and Mabito. The damage and 
casualties at Miyazu and Kumihama 
were light. The Tajima district, which 
suffered in the earthquake of 1925, did 
not suffer much damage. 

There were 21 persons killed in Osaka 
and 127 injured, the number of houses 
which collapsed being 121. Industrially 
the city was not materially damaged.

MILLER:GETS 18-MONTH 
TERM ANG FINE OF $9,000 


Counsel for Former Custodian 
Alien Property to File 
an Appeal. 


CALM WHEN SENTENCED 


New York, March 8 (By A. P.).— } 
Thomas W. Miller, former alien prop- 
erty custodian, found guilty of conspir- 
acy to defraud the United States of 
his honest and unbiased services, today 
was sentenced to serve eighteen months 
in the Federal prison at Atlanta and 
to pay a fine of $5,000. 

Imposition of sentence was by Judge 
John C. Knox. To avoid the crowds 
which were in constant attendance at 
the trials, Judge Knox held court in an 
office in the Federal building. Mrs. 
Miller, who sat near her husband at 
his first and second trials, was with 
him when sentence was pronounced. 

Miller’s counsel, Aaron Shapiro, an- 
nounced that he would appeal. Judge 
Knox granted 24 hours in which to file 
appeal. Miller and his wife then left 
for their home in Wilmington, Del. 
Bail of $5,000 was continued pending 
the appeal action. 

Miller was indicted with Harry M. 
Daugherty, former Attorney General; 
the late John T. King, Republican na- 
tional committeeman from Connecti- 
cut, and Jess W. Smith, Daugherty’s 
handy man, who committed suicide in 
Washington in 1923. It was alleged 
that they conspired to pass claims for 
$7,000,000, proceeds of the sale of im- 
‘pounded American Metal Co. shares 
seized during the war as German 
owned. Evidence was adduced to show 
that $50,000 of a “fee” of $441,000 paid 
to King to effect allowance of the 
claims went to Miller’s banking and 
brokerage accounts. The jury disagreed 
on Daugherty, who was tried with Mil- 
ler. . 

In sentencing Miller Judge Knox said 
that the court would like to have been 
spared the ordeal and that he person- 
ally would have been pleased if the evi- 
dence had not. been such as to result in 
conviction.

Dispatches from Tango described the 
pitiful condition of the refugees, home- 
less, hungry and cold. In some places 
the snow was from one to five feet 
deep and hundreds of men, women and 
children, possessing but a few blankets 
found meager shelter behind great 
snowdrifts. 

The suffering of women and children 
was considerable, although the efforts 
of troops, police and young men’s asso- 
ciations were alleviating the misery. Ef- 
forte to bring aid to the devastated 
region were retarded because of lack of 
railway traffic, only motors and wagons 
being available in addition to a few 
airplanes, which are bringing in some 
relief supplies. The roads and paths 
rwere badly cracked everywhere. 


Pitiful Sights Seen. 


A newspaper airplane observer de- 
scribed the smoking ruins of villages, 
numerous bodies lying about and priests 
reading the final rites. One observer 
said conditions were pitiful beyond 
description. 

The majority of residents of the 
Tango district, who escaped death last 
evening, spent the night in the open, 
spreading mats on the snow. Police- 
men, doctors and nurses are being hur- 
ried to the scene with relief supplies,

NAVAL CONFERENCE 
DF THREE POWERS 
PROPOSED BY U0. 


Britain and Japan Asked 
Informally to Meet 
at Geneva. 


PLAN TO CONSIDER 
RATIOS IN TONNAGE 


Door Would Be Left Open for 
France and Italy to Join 
in Negotiations. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The convening in Geneva in June or 
July of an American-British-Japanese 
naval limitations conference to discuss 
maximum tonnage ratios in cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines is confi- 
dently expected by the Washington gov- 
ernment. 

Definite proposals for a three-power 
attempt to find a suitable. formula have 
been made by the United States to 
London and Tokyo. While they are in- 
formal and possibly no more than verbal 
in character as yet, replies now awaited 
will result in a formal invitation if the 
plan is accepted, as is clearly fore- 
shadowed in preliminary diplomatic 
conversations. 

The fact that only a limitation proj- 
ect, not a proposal for reduction of 
tonnage, is under consideration is be- 
lieved to have been stressed in the in- 
formal exchanges here and in London 
and Tokyo which followed rejection by 
France and Italy of the original Amer- 
ican plan for a five-power conference at 
Geneva. 


Opening Left for France and Italy. 


France and Italy probably will be 
invited to send observers to the three- 
power conference. Some officials be- 
lieve it possible that ultimately the 
Paris and Rome governments will find 
it expedient to participate despite their 
previous refusal. The feeling is based 
in part on the evident misconception 
of the original American proposal in- 
dicated in the French refusal and also 
upon the feeling that when the con- 
tinental powers fully understand what 
President Coolidge has in mind they 


opportunity offered to escape competi- 
tive naval building. At any rate, it is 
made clear that the Washington gov- 
ernment expects to leave the door for 
their participation wide open. 

The Washington government prob- 
ably will not attempt to present any 
limitation formula in its invitation to 
Great Britain and Japan. The whole 
question of what steps are possible to 
the three major naval powers to curb 
their own building programs, in view 
of French and Italian reluctance to 
join in five-power negotiations, is ex- 
pected to be left to the Geneva meet- 
ing itself. 

If Great Britain accepts, as London 
advices indicate, the greatest stumbling 
block in the road of the three-power 
discussion will be removed. Hereto-

ENDO LIFE BY HANGING 


Man First Swallows Poison; 
Second Incident at School 
Within Month. 


SCHOOLBOY IS SUICIDE 


Princeton, N. J., March 8 (By A. P.). 
The name of Bruce Frederick Wilson, 
20-year-old Princeton sophomore, of 
Louisville, Ky., was added today to the 
growing list of student suicides. 

Wilson, an honor student for three 
years, was found hanging in his room 
in Hamilton hall by a janitor who came 
to put the place in order. He hanged 
himself with a 25-foot length of new 
l-inch rope, which apparently had been 
purchased for that purpose. The rope 
was tied to a curtain rod, and before 
leaping from a sofa Wilson drained a 
bottle of poison. 

His was the first undergraduate sul- 
cide in ten years, and the second at 
Princeton within the month. Martin 
A. Gearhart, a graduate student, as- 
phyxiated himself several weeks ago. 

A search of Wilson’s effects and room 
has failed to reveal any note of ex- 
planation. Wilson had suffered from 
stomach: trouble, and since his entry 
into the university had been un- 
der the care of the department of 
physical education. Classmates said he 
was of a sensitive-nature, but none 
believed that other suicides had any- 
thing to do with his decision to die. 

He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
C. Wilson, of Louisville. His brother, 
Carl, of New York, Princeton, ’25, de- 
parted for Louisville with the body. 

Burlington Junction, Kans., March 8 
(By A. P.).—Leaving a note declaring 
that he had failed at everything he 
undertook, Galen Manes, 19-year-old 
high school student, ended his life by 
drinking poison today. The body of 
the youth was found at his father’s 
farm, two miles from here. 

Worry over poor grades and a disap- 
pointing love affair probably influenced 
the boy to commit suicide, Frank 
Manes, the father, said. 


Concord, N. H., Feels 
Sharp Earth Tremors 


Concord, N. H., March 8 (By A. P.).— 
Tremors believed to have been caused 
by an earthquake were felt here soon 
after 11 o’clock tonight. Houses were 
shaken violently and a number of per- 
sons who had retired dressed and pre- 
pared to leave their homes.

Colorado Springs, Home of Spencer Penrose, May 
House Coolidges for Vacation—Trip Will Offer 
Opportunity to Gauge Farm Sentiment.

Colorado, more specifically Colorado 
Springs and the home of Spencer Pen- 
rose in that city, is likely to become 
the Summer White House of the Presi- 
dent.

~—INVSINCLAIR TRIAL 


Lawyers Are in Fiery Tilt 
as Former Senator 
Adams Testifies. 


REPLIES RESTRICTED 
BY JUDGE'S DECISION 


Case Nears End as Gordon 
Prepares to Close 
This Morning. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

After a day featured by unprecedented 
legal clashes and unexpected develop- 
ments, the trial of Harry F. Sinclair, 
New York oil magnate, rapidly ap- 
proached its termination in criminal 
court No. 2 before Justice William 
Hitz. : 

District Attorney Peyton Gordon, who 
bore the brunt of yesterday’s legal bat- 
tle against opposing counsel, expects 
to rest the government’s case early this 
morning. The defense then plans to 
get down to brass tacks at once on the 
legal issue and the battle may be over 
by tomorrow, barring unforeseen in- 
cident. The rulings of Justice Hitz, 
in keeping the record clear of outside 
matters, has virtually closed the door 
to all sorts of collateral evidence which, 
if once admitted, might have prolonged 
the trial for many days. 

As matters now stand, opposing coun- 
sel will come to grips today on the 
vitally-important question of whether 
there is evidence to show that Sinclair 
violated the law when he declined to 
answer certain questions propounded by 
the Senate committtee on public lands 
and surveys on March 22, 1924. Will 
the jury decide that the facts or ev- 
idence in the case show that the ques- 
tions were pertinent and within the 
proper scope of the committee’s desire 
to legislate or will it decide that the 
committee had some other purpose and 
that, in view of the circumstances, 
Sinclair had justification for not an- 
swering. 


Former Senator on Stand. 


The unprecedented feature of the 
day came after routine testimony had 
been taken to identify records and build@ 
up the necessary background for the 
presentation of the government’s case, 
Alva B. Adams, former United States 
senator from Colorado, who was a mem- 
ber of the public lands committee, 
Played a passive but leading role in 
the developments. He came all the 
way from Colorado to testify and made 
it clear that he was most anxious to 
add the weight of senatorial influence 
to the prosecution’s case. But he en- 
countered obstacles from the moment 
he took the stand and even a de- 
termined effort on his part to address 
the court was rudely snuffed out and 
he discovered that Justice Hitz regards 
the status of a senator or former sena- 
tor on the witness stand as no different 
from that of any other American citi- 
zen. 

The clash over former Senator Adams* 
status or prerogatives began when the 
government couysel sought to place in 
the records the reasons which had 
prompted Adams to ask a certain ques- 
tion of Sinclair. Martin W. Littleton 
and George P. Hoover, of counsel for 
Sinclair, strenuously objected to ex- 
ploring the “abysmal depths of the 
senatorial mind” as Littleton phrased 
it. It made no. difference what the 
senator may have had in the back of 
his head or what rumors he had heard 
or what suspicions he had entertained, 
they contended. The record spoke for 
itself and could not now he changed 
by going back to Adams’ recollection 
of what he had heard or read or dream- 
ed, as Littleton put ‘it. 


Makes Statement to Court. 


Stung to the quick by the argu- 
ments of defense counsel, the former 


privilege of making a statement and 
Justice Hitz permitted him to go ahead, 
but not until the jury had been with- 
drawn. The statement had scarcely 
had time to assume the form of a 
speech however before Hoover cut it 
short with objection and Adams 
found himself in no more privileged 
position than the most humble indi- 
vidual in a court of law.

MAY ASK PROCEEDINGS 
FOR FUNDS’ RECOVERY 


City Heads Request Confer- 
ence After Debating Worth 
of Sweeping Inquiry. 


A fresh scandal in the District build- 
ing has developed as a regult of inves- 
tigation by the bureau of efficiency. It 
began to take more definite form yes- 
terday while the commissioners were 
debating in their semiweekly meeting 
whether or not to invite the bureau to 
probe all departments of the municipal 
government. The result of the com- 
missioners’ deliberations was the dis- 
patching of a letter to the bureau ask- 
ing for a conference with Herbert D. 
Brown, its chief, but omitting specific 
reference to intended investigation of 
departments. * 

The new scandal involves purchase 
of ledger paper for the keeping of per- 
manent records. Standard specifica- 
tions upon which printed ledger forms 
have been bought for several] years call 
for ledger paper containing 75 per cent 


rag. 

The purpose of this specification |. 
is to obtain record blanks that will 
stand up for several years without 
rumpling under the wear and tear a 
ledger receives. Provision of higk grade 
ledger paper is an economry measure to 
eliminate necessity for expensive copy- 
ing of old records when they become 
badly worn. 

Investigators for the bureau of effi- 
ciency assert they have found paper 
provided for teachers’ pension ledgers, 
records that are under a special neces- 
sity of withstanding wear, because of 
their permanent nature, containing no 
rag at all, but made wholly of wood 
pulp, and a poor grade of wood pulp 
at that. 


Paper Samples Tested. 


Samples of the paper have peen 
tested in the laboratories of the bureau 
of standards with a result that the 
allegations of the investigators have 
been confirmed. 

Based on this discovery, M. C. Har- 
grove, District purchasing officer, nas 
been served with a demand by officials 
of the bureau that he produce speci- 
mens of all the printed record forms 
in use by the District. 

It has been reported to the bureau 
of efficiency also, it is said, that the 
permanent tax records in the assessor’s 
office are in such shape that many of 
them will have to be rewritten because 
of the flimsy ledger paper that has 
been furnished the last several years 
Bureau investigators just have con- 
cluded an investigation of the assess- 
or’s office. It is reported the tax 
records on forms bound into the ledgers 
prior to the world war furnish a marked 
contrast with the crumpled sheets that 
have been written since. 

The discovery was made, it is said, 
when the bureau: men undertook to 
assist the District uditor’s office in 
setting up new ledges for the teach- 
er’s retirement fund under a recent 
act of Congress altering provisions of 
retirement annuities. 

When the bureau accountants under- 
took to write the first ledger sheets 
they reported to headquarters that they 
could not work on the forms that had 
been printed because the paper too 
closely resembled blotting paper. 


Printer Called in, 


The printer who sold the forms to 
the District was called in and is said 
to have stated that he has supplied 
forms on paper identical with that 
complained of for six years, and that 
the District purchasing officer had 
made no compleint. 

It is said to be the plan of the bu- 
reau of efficiency to find as much 
printed matter in the District offices 
as they can on paper that fails to come 
up to the specifications, subject all of 
it to bureau of standard tests, estimate 
the amount the District has been over- 
charged by failure of printers and‘ 
other vendors to meet specifications 
under which they obtained their con- 
tracts and advise proceedings against 
the pririters to recover for the District 
the sums alleged to have been paid in 
excess of value. 

The text of the letter the commis- 
sioners voted to send the bureau of 
efficiency yesterday was as follows: 

“The commissioners of the District 
of Columbia would be pleased to have 
you confer with them at an early date 
with a view to discussing the matters 
developed by the special subcommittee 
of the House District committee inves- 
tigating District affairs, and desire 
your cooperation in planning any im- 
provements in the District service.” 


Letter Rushed to Bureau. 


It was after 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon when the commissioners ad- 
journed. Daniel E. Garges, secretary 
to the board, rushed the letter to the 
bureau of efficiency by special messen- 
ger. Brown, chief of the bureau, said 
he would comply at once with the re-

SEIZED LIQUOR HELD 
COMPETENT EVIDENCE 


Supreme Court Hears Argu- 
ment on Capture Out- *“ 
side 12-Mile Limit. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The right to yse evidence obtained 
through seizures made by the coast 
guard outside the 12-mile limit was 
argued in the Supreme Court of the 
United States yesterday by the govern- 


ment in a case from Massachusetts 
arising out of the seizure of a motor- 
boat 24 miles at sea off Boston Light. 

Losing in the circuit court at Boston, 
the government appealed, insisting that 
alcohol obtained through the seizure 
had properly been offered in evidence 
in the prosecution of James M. Lee and 
others on charges of conspiracy to vio- 
late the prohibition and tariff laws. 

Asserting that the jurisdiction of the 
coast guard over American vessels ex- 
tended beyond the 12-mile limit and 
was as broad as the ocean, government 
counsel contended there was a wide 
distinction -between unconstitutional 
and illegal search and seizure. They 
declared that while evidence obtained 
by unconstitutional search and seizure 
could not lawfully be used, evidence 
illegally obtained could be, and insisted 
that even if the.coast guard had no 
jurisdiction to make seizures outside 
the 12-mile limit,’ evidence obtained 
could be used in criminal conspiracy 
prosecutions.

SHANGHAI DEFENDERS 
ARE FACING ISQLATION 


New Battle Front Is Being 
Formed in Province 
of Anhwei. 


London, March 8 (By A. P.).—Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-Lin, Manchurian war 
lord, has ordered the execution of all 
the Russian prisoners, with the excep- 
tion of Mme. Michael Borodin, seized 


aboard the soviet ship Pamiat Lenina, 
says the Peking correspondent of the 
Westminster Gazette. 

The dispatch says that the executions 
have been ordered on the ground that 
Chinese and Russian communists were 
aboard the Pamiat Lenina with a mass 
of propagandist literature with the 
intent to aid the Cantonese, or southern 
nationalists, whom Chang Tso-Lin is 
fighting. 

The correspondent says that the in- 
cident is expected to lead to a rupture 
in relations between soviet Russia and 
the Peking government. 


Chang in Danger. 


Shanghai, March 8 (By ‘A. -P.).+-Gen: 
Chang Tsung-Chang, Shantung leader 
who rushed to the defense of Shanghai 
a few days ago when the army of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang = started 
crumbling before the assaults of the 
Cantonese, now is threatened with be- 
ing isolated there. 

The Southerners, continuing their 
progress northward, have occupied 
Wuhu, about 200 miles west of Shang- 
hai. They are reported advancing 
around both sides of Lake Taihu, try- 
ing to reach the Nanking-Shanghal 
railway and cut of Chang Tsung- 
Chang’s lines of communication. 

If Chang Tsung-Chang eventually is 
defeated, the reverse will be attributed 
largely to his old enemy, Gov. Chen 
Elao-Yung, of Anhweti province. It 
was the alliance of Chen Tiao-Yung 
with the Cantonese, which became defi- 
nitely known yesterday, that opened a 
path for the Cantonese to penetrate 
toward Nanking and Chang Tsung- 
Chang's communications. 


Hatred Is Motive. 


The Anhwei governor’s change of 
front is attributed less to the devotion 
of the principles of the Kuomingtang 
than to hatred of Chang Tsung-Chang, 
the former Shantung guerrilla who now 
is regarded as the defender of foreign 
lives and property at Shanghai.

Tonopah, Nev., March 8 (By A. P.). 
Once more Nevada is in the grip of 
a gold rush. Whether it will produce 
the glamour and the treasure of old 
California, the Comstock, the Klon- 
dyke or Goldfield remains to be seen. 
It got off to a whooping start and is 
gathering momentum every hour. 

One flank of it has lashed against 


Tonopah, filling the street with auto- 
mobiles of every make, streaked with 
alkali dust. A mixed breed of men 
mill through the hotel lobbies; hurry- 
ing clerks in white collars, big hatted 
and booted prospectors with square 
jaws, the slim, trim gentry of the 
gaming tables. Camp followers, both 
men and women, smirking, over-ornate, 
bland, are there too, in force. 


Heading for Weepah. 


The Malapal, as the Indians call the 
bad lands of the lower Nevada desert, 
is roaring again, with the rush of man, 
mule,'truck and car apexing toward 
the staked lands of Weepah, 40 miles 
away, where Frank Horton, who lost 
a fortune as a low grade ore miner at 
Goldfield, and won it back @gain, has 
come upon some dirt that assays 
thousands of dollars to the ton. His 
son, a bronzed desert prospector despite 
his youth, made the find.

instituted with the arrest of six men 
here yestérday for passing bogus money, 
Capt. Thomas J.*-Callaghan, of the 
United States secret service, said today. 

The amount of spurious currency pro- 
duced by the plant may run into sev- 
eral million dollars’ face value, Capt. 
Callaghan said. 

“The men we have in custody were 
| the Chicago representatives of a highly 
Organized syndicate, composed mostly 
of Sicilians,” the captain said. “They

cago. The syndicate sells the bills to 
its agents in many large cities, and sub- 
agents in surrounding small cities ob- 
tain it from them. The agents seldom 
put it into circulation themselves, but 
sell it in foreign sections to purchasers, 
who have been introduced and properly 
vouched for as safe through a compli- 
cated rigmarole.

They are imitation gold certifi- 
cates bearing Washington’s portrait and 
are engraved upon bleached $1 bills.

Rome, March 8 (By A. P.).—The! 
Italian government has ratified its, 
signature to the treaty of Paris of | 
October 28, 1920, recognizing the an- | 
nexation by Roumania of Bessarabia, | 
which before the world war was the, 
most southwesterly province of the 


Russian empire. 
Announcement of this action by 


Premier Mussolini today, after it had 
been communicated last night to; 
Minister Lahovary, of Roumania, and 
Ambassador Kameneff, of Russia, legal- 
ly confirms one of the most important 
alterations in the map of Europe 
which has followed in the wake of the 
recent world conflict. England in 1922, 
and France in 1924, respectively, rati- 
fied their signatures to .the treaty 
but it required the signature of a 
third signee, which is now forthcom- 
ing, before the treaty could become ef- 
fective. Japan, which also signed the 
treaty, has not yet ratified it. 

As reason for choosing this particu- 
lar moment for consummating a 
treaty recognized as being fraught 
tremendous political repercus- 
sions, the government merely offers 
the laconic statement that it was de- 
cided no longer to defer ratification of 
this international pact, “wherefore 
definite sanction. had been delayed. un- 
til mow for reasons of opportuneness.” 

The spokesman for the foreign office 
insisted that the choice of the present 
moment for ratification follows from 
the normal sequence in diplomatic 
events, and hastened to make assur- 
ance that the present action is not to 
be interpreted either as a hostile act 
~- against Russia or a gesture of special 
=. assistance for England in the -present 
- state of the latter’s strained relations 


Neither is the step by Italy directed 
against any other nation, it was offi- 
clally stated, with obvious reference to 
the current Franco-Italian political 
activities in the Balkans. 

The real significance of the ratifica- 
tion, it was stated, is the desire to live 
up to an international obligation as- 
sumed by the previous Italian govern- 
ment, and to further strengthen the 
ties of friendship binding Italy and

ing to the Tribuna, which usually re- 
flects foreign office opinion, were the 
desire and hope that Roumania and 
Russia might come to a definite un- 
derstanding respecting Bessarabia.

PRESIDENT COMMUTES 
AIOTERS’ SENTENCE 


Decision Affects 20 Negro 
Soldiers Convicted in 
Houston Killings. 


18 EXECUTED FOR CRIMES 


(By the Associated Press.) 
President Coolidge yesterday lopped 
18 months off the 30-year sentences 
of 20 negroes, former members of 
the Twenty-fourth infantry, who were 
criginally sentenced’ to death or life 


imprisonment for participation in the 
riot in Houston, Tex., on the night of 
August 23, 1917. 

By the action of the President, taken 
on recommendation of the War De- 
partment, the men will become eligible 
for parole within a year. 

With their release the last of the 63 
negro soldiers tried by court-mafttial for 
participation in the rioting that caused 
seventeen deaths in Houston during the 
war period, will be taken off the prison 
rolls. 

The outbreak in Houston came when 
troops of the first battalion of the 
Twenty-fourth regiment seized their 
arms at the barracks and ran amuck 
in the city. Of 29 sentenced to death, 
18 were executed under the war-time 
authority of departmental military 
commanders, to approve death sen- 
tences. President Wilson commuted 
the sentences of the others to life im- 
prisonment. The original sentences sf 
& number of others were life imprison- 
ment. 

The names of the 20 affected by Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s action were not made 
public by the War Department. It was 
said, however, that sixteen would be 
eligible for parole in June, two more 
in December and the last two in Feb- 
ruary, 1928.

NEW DIVISION SET UP 


Department, of Commerce to 
Furnish Personnel for Board 
Lacking Money. 


Because John H. Dillon, Pacific coast 
member of the newly appointed radio 
board, can not reach this city until 


Saturdsy and H. A. Bellows, of Minne- 
apolis, also has been delayed, the 
planned organization conference of the 
board with Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover has been deferred until the first 
of next week. Mr. Hoover yesterday 
created an independent radio division 
‘in his department to cooperate with 
| the board. It is to be under the direc- 
tion of William D. Terrell, who has 
been chief radio supervisor of the bu- 
reau of navigation. 

O. H. Caldwell, of New York, and E. 
©. Sykes, of Mississippi, two of the board 
members, will be in Washington today. 
They are expected to complete arrange- 
ments for the first formal meeting of 
the commission. It is understood that 
pending the arrival in this country 
from China of Rear Admiral W. H. G. 
Bullard, named by President Coolidge 
as chairman of the board, Mr. Sykes 
will act as chairman. 


Commission Without Funds. 


The commission, it is stated, will take 
up at once the duty of handling the 
judicial and semijudicial questions im- 
posed on it by law. It will, however, 
because it has no funds with which to 
operate, execute its decisions through 
the newly created Department of Com- 
merce agency. Mr. Terrell has had charge 
of the development of radio ever since 
the Department of Commerce took 
a hand in it and is considered one of 
the best-known experts on this subject 
in the country. He was born in Gaines- 
ville, Va., and has been with the De- 
partment of Commerce since 1911, was 
a delegate to the London radio con- 
ference in 1912 and technical advisor at 
the Paris International Telegraphic 
convention in 19235. 

In operating through this new divi- 
sion, it was explained yesterday, the 
Federal commission will be able to 
carry out most of the mandatory pro- 
visions of the law even though they 
were denied the fund considered neces- 
sary when the second deficiency bill 
failed in the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress. — 


Clerks to Be Employed. 


There are no funds with which the 
salaries of the members who have 
been confirmed can be met at this 
time, nor can they independently hire 
secretaries, fieid inspectors and the 
like. But Mr. Terrell can act as the 
secretary of the commission while the 
entire personnel of clerks and _  in- 
spectors can be obtained from the men 
already in the service of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and who have been 
attached to the radio division of the 
department. 

It is understood that plan. which has 
been worked out as an emergency 
proposal by Secretary Hoover, has the 
approval of President Coolidge and 
that there will be no unnecessary de- 
lay in assigning the wave lengths to 
existing stations and in general clear- 
ing the air of the interference which 
has seriously handicapped radio com- 
munication. 


URUGUAYAN FLIERS’ 
RESCUE IS DELAYED 


Storm Halts Efforts to Reach 
Four Believed Held 


by Moroccans. 


Madrid, March 8 (By A. P.).—Meas- 
ures for the rescue of Maj. Tadeo 
Larre-Borges, Uruguayan transatlantic 
aviator and his three companions, who 
are helieved held for ransom by 
Moroccan tribesmen, were delayed to- 
night by stormy weather off Cape 
Jubi, preventing the approach of. ves- 
sels, said radio advices from Las 
Palmas, in the Canaries. 

Gen. Jordana, director of the Moroc- 
can colonial department, was quoted 
as saying that the Uruguayans were 
in the hands of Triestes, a very war- 
like tribe. 

Premier Primo de Rivera said he 
hoped the aviators, whose shattered 
plane was found 60 miles fyom Cape 
Jubi last Saturday, would be returned 
to that place some time tonight. 

Spanish government officials during 
the day expressed the hope the natives 
who hold the aviators would release 
them peaceably, but added that a ran- 
som would be paid if demanded.

NO TROUBLE, ELIAS SAYS 


Mexico City, March 8 (By A. P.).— 
Manuel Tellez, Mexican Ambassador to 
the United States, who arrived here 
last night on a visit which has aroused 
the liveliest speculation, passed sev- 
eral hours in discussion with President 
Calles at the national palace today. 

Neither Ambassador Tellez nor Mex- 
ican government officials gave out any 
information... Although the last official 
word was the assertion that the ill- 


ness of a brother was the explanation 
for the Ambassador’s visit here, all cir- 
cles still show the liveliest interest in 
its possible significance. 

Mexico City newspapers suggest that 
Ambassador Tellez may not return to 
Washington and that he may be suc- 
ceeded by Gilberto Valenzuela, at pres- 
ent Mexican Minister in London. They 
also say it is possbile that differences 
arose between the Ambassador and 
Arturo Elias, Mexican consul general in 
New York and a half brother of Presi- 
dent Calles. Assumably these differ- 
ences would be concerning the policies 
pursued by them in conducting the 
Mexican government’s representation in 
the United States, and may have re- 
sulted in a split, causing Ambassador 
Tellez to come to Mexico City to see 
whether he or Senor Elias shall be 
supported. 

These conjectures by the press are 
not substantiated by any official ad- 
missions. 

New York, March 8 (By A. P.).-— 
Arturo. Elias, Mexican consul generai 
and finencial agent here, announced to- 
day that there had been no trouble be- 
tween him and Manuel C. Tellez, Mex- 
ican Ambassador’'to the United States. 

A report in La Prenza, of San An- 
tonio, Tex., credited a quarrel between 
the two men as the reason Tellez left 
his post and returned to Mexico. 

Elias said that as far as he knew 
the Ambassador would return to his 
post in Washington. He said that he 
and Tellez are the best of friends. The 
Ambassador gave family reasons as the 
cause of his trip to Mexico.

The navy’s war game in the -Carib- 
bean sea has opened and war-time 
radio service conditions will prevail at 
the Navy Department and with vessels 
involved.

This requires that 
all messages sent must first be coded 
and ciphered, starting last night at 
12 o’clock and lasting until midnight, 
March 14. Only personal messages of 
most urgent character will be accepted 
for transmission to vessels for personne] 
aboard. 


X-RAY PLATES USED 
TO PROVE INSANITY 


Croarkin, Slayer of Boy, Has 
Stunted Pituitary Gland, 
Say Experts. 


Chicago, March 8 (By A. P.).—-The 
battle of experts to influence the jury- 
cietermined fate of Harold J. Croarkin, 
siayer of little Walter Schmith, jr., be- 
van today with an abbreviated skir- 
mish. 

An X-ray expert presented a dozen 
pictures of the 26-year-old defendant, 
and a psychiatrist testified briefly in 
analysis of what the pictures portrayed 
and his own findings from mental ex- 
aminat‘on of Croarkin. 

Dr. Maximillan J. Hubeny testified 
that Croarkin was revealed by the pic- 
tures to have a stunted pituitary 
giand, a persistent thymus, and to 
have only four of the normally five 
lumbar vertebrae. 

Dr. William J. Hickson, head of the 
Cook county (Chicago) Psychopathic 
hospital, termed Croarkin a _ sufferer 
from dementia praecox since birth, 
with tendencies toward mania and de- 
mentia, and insane when he killed the 
child. 

Previousiy Pcter P. Croarkin, eged 
flour broker, had testified from a 
wheeled chair that throughout Harold’s 
life he had been an object of his es- 
pecial care.

P.).—Attacked with an ax while he 
slept early today, Edward Darby, 13 
years old, is in a hospital with a frac- 
tured skull.

O. Darby, the father, who because of 
asthma, was sleeping in a nearby chair, 
leaped up just in time to avoid the ax, 
which buried itself in the chair. The 
father picked up a shotgun and fired 
at the assailant, as the latter fled. 

Neither father nor son was able to 
identify the man. Police said robbery 
was the probable motive.

mer residence has in any way been dic- 
tated by political considerations—it has 
been gossip for some time that he in- 
tended to-go toward the Pacific for his 
vacation—the trip will undoubtedly af- 
ford a splendid opportunity for Presi- 
dent Coolidge to gauge Western senti- 
ment and for the West to get a better 
picture of the chief executive. 

Since the President became a national 
figure he has not been seen in the 
West. His only journeys across the 
Mississippi river since he became the 
occupant of the White House have been 
to Omaha and Kansas City. Even when 
he was the Vice Presidential candidate 
on the ticket with Harding, his cam- 
paign efforts were confined to the East. 

It is definitely established that some 
of the President’s advisers are of the 
opinion, even if they have not shared 
these views with their superior, that 
the contact which the President will be 
able to establish with the West wiil be 
of considerable benefit to the adminis- 
tration. His ‘presence in Colorado 
Springs will, of course, enable him to 
get first-hand information from Re- 
publican leaders in the West who might 
not be able to come East for such a 
purpose. 

Another factor in the Western vaca- 
tion undoubtedly will be that it will 
enable the President to make several 
speeches, both on the trip out and 
back. It is probable that after he 
reaches Colorado Springs the President 
will stay close to home, just as he did 
at White Pines last summer, but hits 
desire not to mix any unnecessary busi- 
ness with his vacation need not apply 
to the journey across._the country. 

Members of the administration be- 
lieve that the President could do much 
to carry his views on agricultural relief 
to the farmers through speeches deliv- 
ered in those States where the probiem 
is acute and where there was a demand 
for some form of legislation to heip 
the farmer.

By next summer, especially in the later 
months, crop estimates will have been 
meade, prices for farm products estab- 
lished and the mind of the farmers on 
agricultural relief problems will be 
crystallizing once more. 

Under such conditions party leaders 
here think that the President will be 
able to get his message over to the 
farmers better and at the same time 
obtain from leaders on the ground a 
far better picture of what the farmer 
wants than here in Washington.

A THREE-POWER CONFERENCE, 


The announcement that President Coolidge 
has proposed to Great Britain and Japan that 
they join the United States in a naval limita- 
tion conference at Geneva must be regarded as 
evidence of the earnest good faith of the 
United States government in trying to prevent 
undue expansion competition in naval 
armaments. ‘ 

It is reported that France and Italy will be 
invited to send unofficial observers to the con, 
ference, in order that they may be informed, at 
least, as to the attitude of the three great 
naval powers on the question of limiting con- 
‘struction of minor war vessels. 

The difficulties in the way of agréement 
seem to be insuperable. With France and 
Italy determined to resist any restriction 
whatever upon their submarine and cruiser 
programs, to say nothing of their plans for 
expanding their air forces, it is to be expected 
that Great Britain will find it impossible to 
agree to a limitation upon cruiser construc- 
tion.

At this time it appears that the best that

The 
Wnited States has nothing to conceal. It is 
willing to limit armaments if other powers 
will give their consent. A thorough inquiry 
into the subject of naval armaments and pro- 
grams ought to benefit all governments. Pos- 
sibly an exchange of .views would reassure 
some governments and induce them voluntarily 
to reduce their naval defense programs. 


MUTTON AND LAMB. 


The Department of Agriculture takes a 
roseate view of the prospects ahead of the 
sheep raisers. The department sees greater 
stability in the future for the sheep industry 
than has been noted in the past, although it is 
admitted that fluctuations may have an im- 
portant bearing on prices as they occur from 
time to time. 

Years ago the principal source of income to 


the.sheep herdsman was derived from wool.~ 


That was before the American taste for mut- 
ton and lamb was developed to the degren 
that exists today. 

In the late sixties wool growing was the 
principal agricultural industry of the greater 
part of western New York, northeastern Penn- 
Sylvania and northern Ohio. But the post-war 
slump in wool depressed the industry to such 
a point that the New York farmers, threatened 
with ruin, slaughtered their flocks by the hun- 
dred and converted their fields into pastures 
for dairy cattle. 

But Americans have learned to eat mutton, 
so that today the price of a roast of lamb in 
the Washington markets is equal to the price 
of high-grade beef, and frequently much 
higher. American consumption, -however, 
amounts to only 5.5 pounds per capita per an- 
num, aS against an average of 9 pounds in 
Canada and from 25 to 27 pounds in England. 

While the department does not say so, it is 
nevertheless a fact that few people in the 
United States ever have the opportunity to cul- 
tivate a taste for mutton as the Englishman 
‘knows it. There special breeds of sheep are 
raised for mutton instead of for wool. Also 
the Englishman wants his mutten mature, both 
fas to the age of the animal and as to the 
length of time the meat is allowed to hang 
after being dressed. It might be well for the

METROPOLITAN WASHINGTON, 


The population of the District of Columbia 
has reached 548,000, according to a survey 
recently completed by the Board of Trade. 
In addition 110,000 others live in nearby 
Maryland and Virginia, but work and purchase 
in Washington. The population of the metro- 
politan area, therefore, has reached a total 
of 658,000 

All of these thousands are citizens of Wash- 
ington, even those who do not reside within 
the District. Washington has-brought them 
to its portals because of its residential ad- 
vantages, or for business reasons, and it only 
so happens that they have taken up residence 
on the other side of the boundary line. Their 
lives are regulated by the District standard. 
Their daily routine encounters the same prob- 
lems as that of actual Washingtonians. Their 
communal life requires equal police and sani- 
tary supervision, good neighborhood stores, 
and street lighting and fire protection and 
quick transportation equal to that maintained 
by the municipality. 

When the population of the suburban centers 
was comparatively small, these needs did not 
assert themselves. Gradually, however, a 
large-sized city of itself is being built up 
along the District line, and the needs are 
becoming increasingly apparent. Maryland 
and Virginia must realize that these citizens, 
because of their close relationship to the 
National Capital, have the right to demand 
metropolitan service and protection, and the 
start must be made now to provide for the 
future development of the suburban com- 
munities, 

Beyond this, however, is the fact that these 
communities are inherently a part of Wash- 
ington. Its progress is their progress, its 
deficiences affect them. They can not main- 
tain a position of aloofness, and they must 
lend their efforts to the development of the 
Capital, bearing in mind that 650,000 popula- 
tion is but a step to the million mark. 

The environs of Washington possess great 
natural beauty which should be _ preserved. 
Park lands should be set aside, and broad 
avenues laid out with a view to the great 
future, and not merely the immediate needs. 

The expansion of Washington has now 
reached a rapid pace. It is now universally 
recognized that America’s Capital is to be not 
only foremost in beauty among the world’s 
cities, but that it will become one of the most 
populous. The attractions of residence here 
are drawing the well-to-do element from every 
State, while the mere accretion of population 
is creating new industries and opening large 
fields of empldbyment. Although Washington 
is not classed as a producing industrial city, 
the totals of products manufactured here are 
already imposing in volume and value. 

Fortunately for the nation, the planning of 
its Capital is now in charge of a competent 
planning commission with sufficient authority 
to make its plans effective. In spite of the 
mistakes of the past, Washington is evolving 
substantially as its creator planned. But as 
the metropolis expands beyond the confines of 
the District of Columbia it will be necessary 
to devise plans which call for the cooperation 
of Maryland and Virginia if the Capital is to 
develop symmetrically and to the best advan- 
tage of the government and the people. The 
authorities of Maryland and Virginia are alive 
to their responsibilities in this direction. All 
that is necessary is for all concerned to keep 
always in mind the fact that they are partici- 
pating in the building of an eternal city of 
enormous ' area and incomparable beauty. 
None of the plans evolved will be beyond the 
needs of the future. 


UNIFORM TRAFFIC RULES. 


The American Engineering council has un- 
dertaken a study of traffic conditions in 250 
representative cities. Comprehensive ques- 
tionnaires have been designed which will be 
handled by competent engineers in each com- 
munity under survey, who will be responsible 
for complete and accurate replies to be ob- 
tained from the most authoritative source pos- 
sible. From a study of the replies it is hoped 
to be able to recommend national standards 
that will simplify the driving of automobiles 
and gradually improve street and highway con- 
ditions. 

Traffic control is becoming less and less a 
purely local problem. In one community a 
certain method of making left-hand turns pre- 
vails. In another community another scheme 
is insisted upon, as a result of which the mo- 
torist does not know what to do. There is no 
uniformity whatsoever in traffic signals, signs 
or markings, and no specified position in which 
they may be expected. Speed laws vary con- 
siderably, there are few points of similarity in 
license laws, and only in headlight regulations 
is there any degree of uniformity. To the mo- 
torist this is irritating and seems totally un- 
necessary. 

The survey will occupy about six months, 
and after it is completed considerable time will 
be necessary to draw up the model code. 
Standard regulations should have a consider- 
able effect in lowering accident rates, however, 
and the task is well worth while. 


THE GRIST OF LAWS. 


“Ignorance of the law is no excuse,” is a 
legal axiom. The Sixty-ninth Congress pro- 
duced an enormous volume by the process of 
“codifying’”’ all the surviving laws enacted 
during the century and a half of the-republic. 
This is the first time in 30 years that a suc- 
cessful effort has been made to combine in 
one volume all the:Federal statutes. — 


. The public printer will turn out the codified. 


laws from his big shop as rapidly as they can 
be bound, and within a few months every 
member and senator will find one available. 
Any citizen with a desire to obey the law as it 


is written—up to the date of the last codifica- 


tion—-can also have his wants supplied by pay- 


ing the price fixed by the public printer. 


But that will fall far short of furnishing the 
necessary means of preventing the “ignorance 
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gress can make new laws far more rapidly 
than any printer can print those which have 
gone before. The Sixty-ninth Congress went 
ahead of any of its predecessors in turning out 
its grist of “statutes.” In the ten months of 
actual session the industrious Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress produced a total of 1,422 laws, and 
many members were greatly disappointed 
when the session ended last Friday over the 
failure to do even better. In fact, but for the 
filibustering activities of the Senate during the 
last week, there certainly would have been .at 
least another dozen sent to the President for 
his approval. 

If the rate of increase continues for a few 
years longer, that old axiom will have to be 
revamped, or the proposed department of ed- 
ucation will need a faculty of more than a 
thousand teachers to eliminate ‘“‘the ignorance 
of the law.’’ Otherwise the poor ignoramus 
will be compelled to employ a flock of attor- 
neys and counselors if he would keep out of 
the clutches of the courts. 


JAPAN’S FRESH DISASTER. 


Some time today the Red Cross headquarters 
in Washington expects to be adyised through 
the State Department the exact extent of the 
frightful calamity which has visited Japan. 
Thus far the number of casualties is merely 
conjectural. The reported deaths as the result 
of the earth tremors range from 40 known to 
be dead to 5,000 estimated to have lost their 
lives. 

The Red Cross is not sitting back idle and 
awaiting for information. The organization is 
preparing to act the moment advices are re- 
ceived from Tokyo as to what may be needed 
to relieve the stricken people. There will be 
no attempt made to send any part of the per- 
sonnel of the organization to the island empire, 
for the reason that the Japanese Red Cross is 
‘well organized and thoroughly competent to 
distribute supplies and funds where they may 
be most needed. But clothing, food and money 
will be on the way across the Pacific within a 
few hours after needs are known. . 

It was on September 1, 1923, that the great 
earthquake occurred in Japan... Immediately 
the Red Cross transmitted to the American 
Ambassador in Tokyo $25,000 with which to 
relieve American sufferers, and within the next 
two days the total appropriated had reached 
$190,000. On September 3 President Coolidge 
issued a proclamation calling on*the American 
people for aid. Within five days from that 
date responses to the amount of more than 
$8,000,000 had been received by the Red Cross, 
and before the flood of money ceased a total of 
$11,651,202.63 found its way to the treasury 
of the association. About half of the amount 
received was expended in the purchase of cloth- 
ing and food supplies in response to the request 
of the Japanese government and the local 
chapter of the Red Cross. Never was there 
such an immediate or more willing answer to a 
cry for help. It is equally certain, that such 
aid as maybe needed will be as promptly forth- 
coming and as generous as was the answer to 
the appeal from Nippon in the autuimn of 1923. 

No racial divisions, no geographical lines 
confine the beneficences of the Red Cross. To 
relieve distress wherever it may occur is the 
sole aim of that noble organization for the 
good of humanity. Assistance when most 
needed has.ever been its object, and help for 
the suffering people of Japan will be instaney 
forthcoming if needed. 


MUTINY IN ARMIES. 


In publishing advance extracts from Win- 
ston Churchill’s book, “The World Crisis,’ 
the London Times,felt it incumbent on itself 
to say, in its issue of February 16: 


An impression appears to have been 
created that Mr. Churchill’s account of 
the mutinies in the French army in the 
summer of 1917 constitutes the first pub- 
lication of these facts. This is not so. 
The whole story has already been told in 
the published works of well-known French 
writers, including M. Mermeix and M.-de 
Pierrefeu. 


To the foregoing it may be added that the 
occurrence of those mutinies was also men- 
tioned in John Dos Passo’s “Three Soldiers.”’ 
What Winston Churchill appears to have done 
is to let English-speaking people know, for the 
\first time, the extent of those mutinies and the 
extremely menacing aspect which they as- 
sumed. It will certainly come as news to 
large sections of the American public to learn 
that at the very time when the most: feverish 
exertions were befhg made to hurry their own 
troops, munitions of war, and supplies across; 
the Atlantic, things had reached so dreadful 
a pass on the actual scene of hostilities. 
According to Churchill’s account, given in the 
London Times of February 14, no fewer than 
sixteen separate French army corps were af- 
fected. He pays a generous’tributé to the spirit 
of the French nation, which showed itself capa- 
ble of coping with so sore a trial, and to the 
splendid organization which prevented even a 
whisper of the mutinies from reaching the 
enemy. His own words are: ; ' 


The demoralization of the French army 
was proceeding apace. Want of&a&confi- 
dence in their leader, cruel losses, and 
an active defeatist propaganda had pro- 
duced an intense spasm throughout its 
ranks. Mutinies—some of a very danger- 
ous character—occurred in sixteen sepa- 
rate army corps. Some of the finest troops 
were, involved. Divisions’ elected coun- 
-Cils. Whole regiments set out for Paris 
to demand a peace by negotiation and 
more home leave * * * ‘he spirit of 
the French nation was not unequal ‘to 
this perilous trial. On May 15, Nivelle, 
refusing to resign, was dismissed, and 
Petain became commander-in-chief. Loyal 
troops surrounded those who had. fallen 
from their duty. Old territorials, the 
fathers of families, pleaded with the :in- 
furiated linesmen. The disorders were 
pacified or suppressed. Over all a veil of 
secrecy was.thrown so impenetrable that, 
though scores of thousands of Frenchmen 
were concerned, no whisper ever reached 
the enemy. | - |

I am waiting for your 
answer to be published before I wash 
my hair again. READER. ° 

Answer: I hope that you have not 
waited all this time, ‘although I have 
just received your letter. You will 
realize that the routine of publishing 
demands that my articles be written 
rather far ahead of the publication 
date. -Whether or not you bleach your 
hair is, of course, a personal matter, 
but my advice to you would most de- 
cidedly be not to use any chemical 
whatsoever to change the color of 
your hair. If you continue to bleach 
the hair, it will become dry and straw- 
like and will have an unnatural look 
that is far from pleasing. You are 
already fortunate in’ being a blonde, 
since you like light hair, and you can 
make your hair very attractive by keep- 
ng the scalp. in good condition and 
properly cleansed. Shampoo your hair 
about every ten days or two weeks, and 
use a tonic to keep the scalp clean be- 
tween shampoos. If your hair lacks 
gloss, a tonic or good scalp pomade will 
be beneficial. Lemon-juice is not a 
particularly good thing to use unless 
the water that you use for rinsing after 
the shampoo is very hard. If you-want 
to do so, there would be no harm in 
using a camomile rinse, after rinsing 
the hair in the regular way following 
the shampoo. You can’make the camo- 
mile solution somewhat like tea. Put 
about a handful of camemile leaves in 
one quart of boiling water and steep 
for a few minutes, then strain. This 
solution can be used for the last rins- 
ing and will help to keep the _ hair 
light without bleaching it or harming 
it in any way.

In this hand the 
Aces of Hearts and Diamonds—two 
quick tricks—fully justify a Spade bid, 


Rocks in the Garden 


EAR JIMMY: How is your crop of 

rocks this spring? No, I’m not 
joking at all, because I Know 
that you and a lot other gardeners are 
often surprised by the annually re- 
plenished crop of stones that greet t 
early spading and plowing. Plantin 
areas which strenuous effort last sea- 
son had made virtually free from rocks 
to.a depth of a foot or so have by now 
acquired a fresh supply. Furthermore, 
the same situation will recur for sev- 
eral years after you have put the soil 
under cultivation. 
The explanation of the mystery is 
found in the action of soil moisture 
during the winter. Freezing weather 
followed by a thaw results in a heav- 
ing action which, repeated often 
enough, gradually works the rocks to-+ 
ward the surface. As they rise the soll 
closes beneath them so that they can 
not sink back to their original level. 

The process is a slow one, of course, 

but sufficiently rapid to be troublesome 

to a conscientious gardener. There is 
some comfort in the knowledge that 
stones lying below the greatest frost 
depth will remain there and that it is 
only a question of time before all those 
above them will have made themselves 
evident by climbing to a point where 
they can be removed. So about all I 
can tell you to do about it, Jimmy, is 
to keep on grubbing them out and 
heaving them away some place where 
they’ll be out of sight and, eventually, 
out of mind.

This hand is the 
absolute minimum for a King-10 five- 
card suit-bid. There are many who 
would not approve of the bid; but 
while the Ace-King of Hearts is not as 
strong a combination as ,the Ace of 
Hearts and Ace of Diamonds in No. 1, 
neverthéless it furnishes the two quick 
tricks guaranteed by the bid and the 
bid should be made. In the long run 
it will prove a winner. 

4. Sp: King-10-x-x-x Ht: Ace-Queen- 
x Di: Jack-x-x-x Cl: x. The side hand 
not containing two quick tricks, this 
hand should be passed.

ASKS FOR EFFICIENCY 
IN COTTON INDUSTRY 


Hines Advocates Less Expan- 
sion as Aid to Textile 
Producers. 


Charlotte, N. C., March 8 (By A. P.). 
Increased efficiency in operation of cot- 
ton mills and less expansion was sug- 
gested here today by Walker D. Hines, 
New York, president of the Cotton 
Textile Institute, Inc., as the remedy 
for the situation in the cotton manu- 
facturing industry. 

“I have a conviction that not more 
mills but more business in the mills 
is the need of the industry,” he told 
newspaper men after he had met here 
with manufacturers of North Carolina. 
He previously had announced that a 
special study would be madeé of the 
yarn spinning situation to seek a 
remedy for troubles of yarn spinners. 

Mr. Hines declined to make any

@ dictator. Political differences then as 
now led to calling opponents hard 
names. But then as now undeserved 
calumny falls harmless at the feet of 
virtuous action.”’
